For  the  Year  ending  December  31st,  1913. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  3 1st,  19  j 3. 

The  area  of  the  Borough  is  5,063  acres,  made  up  of  an  urban  part, 
and  a surrounding  agricultural  district;  the  altitude  varying  from  400  to 
1.300  feet. 

There  is  good  natural  drainage  to  the  Colne  Water  and  its  tributaries. 
The  portions  of  the  Borough  to  the  north  and  east  of  the  river  are  on 
the  millstone  grit,  the  south-western  portion  on  the  coal  measures. 
Boulder  clay  is  irregularly  but  quite  commonly  distributed  over  the 
district  ; the  North  Valley  district  is  largely  sandy  shale  ; glacial  sands 
and  gravel  also  occur  in  considerable  quantity. 

The  Borough  Collector’s  Certificate  states  that  there  are  6,347 
inhabited  houses  on  his  books  to  the  31st  December,  1913,  and  this 
number  is  multiplied  by  the  inhabited  ratio  per  house,  found  at  the 
census  in  1911,  as  follows:  —

There  were  5 deaths  in  the  Borough  of  non-residents,  viz : — 
Trawden  2 males,  Leeds  1 male,  Nelson  1 male,  Blackpool  1 female. 

If  the  deaths  of  the  residents  who  died  in  other  districts  are  added 
and  non-residents  subtracted,  the  correct  death-rate  for  the  Borough 
will  be  13*42  as  against  14*25  last  year. 

The  deaths  in  the  Burnley  Infirmary  (30)  were  mainly  persons  of 
the  tramping  and  peddling  class,  etc.,  who  stayed  in  common  lodging- 
houses  or  houses-let-in-lodgings  in  the  town  for  a short  time,  and  on 
sickness  overtaking  them  were  removed  by  the  Relieving  Officer  to  the 
Union  Workhouse,  and  when  death  occurred  they  were  returned  as  in- 
habitants of  Colne. 

There  were  79  deaths  among  children  under  5 years  of  age,  viz  : — 
54  in  the  first  year,  15  in  the  second  year,  6 in  the  third  year,  1 in  the 
fourth  year,  and  3 in  the  fifth  year  of  life. 
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The  deaths  among  persons  over  5 years  of  age  were  242,  and  of  this 
number  82  were  65  years  of  age  and  over,  the  eldest  being  89  years  of 
age.

SCHOOLS. 


The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  m the  Borough  have  been 
satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  following  scheme  has  been  arranged  between  the  School 
Medical  Officer  and  myself  in  regard  to  our  respective  duties  : — 

yfl)  That  the  School  Medical  Officer  be  informed  of  all  cases  of  infec- 
tious diseases  occurring  amongst  children  of  school  age,  which 
may  have  been  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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(/;)  That  the  sanitation  of  the  schools  should  be  the  business  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  that  the  School  Medical  Officer 
shall  report  all  defects  in  sanitation  which  he  may  observe  at 
the  time  of  his  inspections  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(c)  That  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  through  the  means  at  his  dis- 
posal shall  disinfect  the  schools  when  he  thinks  necessary,  or 
when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

COTTAGE  HOSPITAL. 

During  the  year  256  patients  ( 1 3 1 males  and  125  females),  as  against 
1 78  in  19 1 2,  were  admitted  to  this  institution.  Fourteen  deaths  (7  males, 
7 females)  occurred,  which  equals  a rate  of  54  per  (,000  patients  admitted. 

The  causes  of  death  were — 1 heart  disease,  2 nephritis,  1 appen- 
dicitis, 1 intestinal  obstruction,  3 cancer,  4 violent  deaths  and  2 other 
causes. 

Twelve  deaths  were  of  residents  of  the  Borough,  and  two  were 
residents  of  Trawden. 


PHTHISIS

During  the  year  there  were  140  children  registered  as  having  been 
born  in  back-to-back  and  single  houses.

the  work  of  the  Health  Nurse,  it 

is  gratifying  to 

state  that  the  system  has  again  worked  well  throughout  the  year. 

The  system  of  forwarding  per  post  to  the  parents  of  newly-born  in 
fants  a pamphlet  informing  them  that  in  case  of  sickness  the  voluntary 
services  of  the  Health  Nurse  could  be  obtained  on  forwarding  their 
names  and  addresses  to  the  Health  Office,  Town  Hall,  is  working  quite 
satisfactorily. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  advantage  has  been  taken  of  this  offer  and 
in  many  cases  the  lives  of  infants  have  been  saved. 

The  following  is  an  account  of  the  work  done  by  the  Nurse  during 
the  year,  with  the  number  of  visits  paid,  etc. : —

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  130  cases  were 
notified,  giving  a rate  of  479  per  /,ooo  of  the  population. 

The  diseases  notified  were  : — Scarlet  fever  20,  diphtheria  and  mem- 
branous croup  7,  erysipelas  14,  typhoid  fever  86,  ophthalmia  neonatorum 
2,  cerebro  spinal  meningitis  1. 

There  were  43  deaths  from  the  principal  zymotic  diseases,  which 
gives  a rate  of  1-36  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Of  the  diseases  notified  12  deaths  occurred,  equal  to  a rate  of  92-3 
per  1,000  cases  notified,  or  *44  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  deaths  from  the  notified  cases  were  : — Scarlet  fever  1,  typhoid 
fever  9,  cerebro  spinal  meningitis  1,  diphtheria  1. 

The  deaths  from  the  zymotic  diseases  which  are  not  included  in 
the  list  of  those  notified  are  : — Diarrhoea,  enteritis,  and  gastritis  26, 
measles  5. 

Typhoid  Fever.  Cases  notified  86.  Deaths  9.  During  the  year 
71  cases  were  tested  with  Widal’s  test  ; 55  gave  positive  reaction,  and 
16  negative.  Twenty-eight  other  cases  notified  did  not  undergo  this 
test. 


Early  in  January  there  occurred  an  outbreak  of  enteric  fever.  This 
continued  until  the  beginning  of  March,  during  which  time  74  cases 
were  notified.  On  enquiry  it  was  found  that  the  disease  was  milk- 
bourne.  Seventy  of  these  cases  obtained  milk  from  one  source,  either 
directly  or  indirectly  ; the  others  were  secondary  contact  cases.  At  the 
farm  from  which  the  infected  milk  was  obtained  4 persons  were  found 
to  be  unwell  ; these  on  testing  proved  to  be  enteric  fever,  and  subse- 
quently 3 more  cases  developed  at  the  same  farm.  The  milk  was  at 
once  prohibited  from  being  sold,  and  was  taken  to  the  sewage  farm  and 
destroyed,  this  being  continued  until  the  farm  was  declared  free  from 
infection.  All  the  milk  vessels  and  utensils  were  sterilised  with  live 
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steam.  It  was  found  necessary  to  provide  isolation  for  those  unable  to 
do  so  at  home,  ami  28  cases  were  removed  to  Jerusalem  Isolation  Hos- 
pital, and  despite  some  drawbacks,  with  very  satisfactory  results. 

Since  the  epidemic  died  down  there  have  been  a few  sporadic  cases, 
making  a total  of  86  cases  for  the  year. 

All  discharges  from  patients  are  taken  away  daily  and  burnt,  and 
bedding  if  soiled  also  burnt  and  new  bedding  provided.  During  the 
year  twenty  beds  and  forty-five  pillows  were  so  destroyed.

The  method  of  procedure  in  each  case  is  : — On  receipt  of  the 
notification,  disinfectants  and  printed  instructions  are  immediatlev  sent 
to  the  house.  The  house  is  visited  the  same  day  and  enquiries  made, 
and  the  premises  examined  for  any  sanitary  defects,  and  if  any  are 
found  notice  is  immediately  served  for  abatement.  Also  all  drains  and 
closets  are  flushed.  When  the  case  recovers  (or  otherwise),  the  pre- 
mises are  disinfected,  and  the  bedding  examined,  and  if  marked,  is 
destroyed,  and  new  goods  supplied  or  compensation  paid.

Conversion  of  Closets. — No  tank  or  pail  closets  have  been  con- 
verted to  W.C’s  or  W.W.C’s,  but  under  the  Provisional  Order  of  1903,  it 
is  the  intention  of  the  Corporation  to  commence  with  the  conversion  of 
practically  the  whole  of  the  tank  and  pail  closets  within  the  Borough. 

Smoke  Nuisance. — The  number  of  observations  taken  was  192, 
each  of  the  duration  of  one  hour,  and  excessive  quantities  of  black 
smoke  were  emitted  in  23  instances.  The  Health  Committee  resolved 
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that  there  should  be  fixed  a time-limit  for  the  emission  of  black  smoke 
from  factory  and  workshop  chimneys  : —

occupiers  of  factories  and  workshops  within  the  Borough. 

Slaughter  Houses. — The  number  remains  the  same  as  last  year; 
registered  7,  licensed  4,  public  abattoirs  7.  They  are  all  regularly  in- 
spected, and  the  contraventions  met  with  were  viz  : — 10  want  of  lime 
washing,  2 defective  garbage  tins,  and  2 insufficient  receptacles  for 
storage  of  garbage. 

The  agreement  for  the  removal  of  garbage  by  the  Corporation  has 
worked  so  satisfactorily  that  the  butchers  have  renewed  the  lease. 

There  are  now  five  permanent  tenants  of  the  public  abattoirs  and 
seven  others  kill  there,  but  pay  per  head  for  animals  slaughtered. 

The  quantity  of  unsound  meat  and  fish  submitted  for  inspection 
and  condemned  was  the  carcases  of  2 beasts,  internal  organs  of  7 
beasts  and  330  lbs.  fish. 

No  seizures  were  made  of  unsound  meat  or  food  exposed  for  sale. 

Offensive  Trades. — The  number  of  these  trades  carried  on  in 
the  town  is  the  same  as  last  year,  viz: — Two  fellmongers,  two  tripe 
dressers,  one  tanner,  one  gut-cleaning.  No  contraventions  were  met 

with. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — The  number  of  these  houses  regis- 
tered is  still  nine.  They  are  regularly  inspected,  and  the  following 
contraventions  of  the  byelaws  were  met  with,  viz  : — want  of  limewashing 
and  cleansing,  insanitary  closet  accommodation,  bedrooms  not  being 
swept  before  10  a.m.  daily,  defective  floors  and  ceilings,  defective  urinal, 
and  overcrowding.

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Houses-Let-in-Lodgings. — These  houses  are  in  far  better  con- 
dition than  heretofore  ; they  are  regularly  inspected,  and  the  following 
contraventions  of  the  Byelaws  were  met  with,  viz  : — want  of  limewash- 
ing, filthy  area,  defective  bedroom  floors,  slopstone  pipe,  gullies,  fall- 
pipes,  plaster  and  fireplace,  insufficient  light  in  cellar  and  scullery. 

The  number  of  houses  registered  remains  the  same  as  last  year,

Bakehouses. — The  number  of  these  premises  in  the  Borough  is 
22,  and  during  inspection  the  following  defect  was  found : — want 
of  limewashing. 

Factories. — The  number  in  the  town  is  11S.  The  following 
nuisance  was  discovered  : — insanitary  urinal. 

Workshops. — The  number  in  the  Borough  is  154.  During  the 
inspections  the  following  nuisances  were  found  : — delapidated  condition, 
insufficient  sanitary  accommodation,  want  of  limewashing,  gas  stove  not 
ventilated. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Miekshops  Orders. — The  number  of 
farms  in  the  district  is  69,  milksellers  5,  dairy  shop  1. 

Seven  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  reported  at  a farm  and  from  this 
source  75  cases  of  the  same  disease  were  traced. 

At  another  farm  1 case  of  Diphtheria  was  reported,  to  this  no 
further  outbreak  was  traced. 

Contagious  Diseases  of  Animats  Act  and  Orders. — In  accor- 
dance with  the  Sheep  Dipping  Order  of  1907,  543  sheep  and  366  lambs 
were  dipped  during  the  first  period,  and  432  sheep  and  76  lambs  during 
the  second  period.  Under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1913,  5 beasts 
were  destroyed  for  which  the  owners  were  compensated. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Dogs  Act,  1906,  15  stray 
dogs  were  received  at  the  Destructor  Works  ; 9 were  sold,  4 destroyed, 
and  2 were  returned  to  owners.

I am  again  pleased  to  say  that  since  the  construction  of  the  Dust 
Catcher  we  have  not  had  any  complaints  about  the  fine  dust  which  was 
occasionally  emitted  from  the  Destructor  chimney. 

Night-soil  Removal. — The  loads  of  excreta  removed  from  privies 
and  cesspools  during  the  year  were  1191,  as  against  1252  last  year. 

Smallpox  Hospital. — This  building  is  kept  in  readiness  for  the 
reception  of  patients,  and  has  been  further  extended  by  the  erection  of 
a discharging  room,  bathroom  and  scullery. 

A Temporary  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  Infectious  Diseases  has 
been  erected  on  Jerusalem  Farm. 

Jerusalem  Farm. — The  farm  land  is  still  let  for  grazing,  and  the 
land  at  the  Old  Workhouse,  Laneshaw  Bridge,  for  the  keeping  of 
poultry.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

Mr.  J.  F Bedford,  the  Water  Engineer  and  Manager,  reports 
as  follows : — 

The  past  year  was  a particularly  dry  one  after  the  first  few  months, 
the  rainfall  from  May  to  October  inclusive  only  amounting  to  1 1 *6  r in. 
compared  with  an  average  of  19*55  for  the  corresponding  period  in 
the  previous  seven  years.  This  lack  of  rain  naturally  caused  the  Water- 
works Committee  some  concern,  but  they  managed  to  get  through  the 
Summer  successfully  without  having  to  curtail  the  supply  to  the  town, 
or  even  having  to  issue  warning  notices  to  the  public.  And  further,  the 
adjoining  Parish  of  Foulridge  having  the  unusual  experience  of  being 
without  water  for  some  weeks  in  their  reservoir,  made  application  for  a 
supply  which  was  readily  granted  and  laid  on  to  their  mains  for  about 
four  weeks. 

The  consumption  continues  to  increase  owing  to  the  natural  growth 
of  the  town,  and  also  to  the  larger  provision  of  baths  and  sanitary  con- 
veniences in  both  old  and  new  houses. 

The  quality  of  the  supply  was  well  maintained  as  shewn  bv  the 
chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  made  in  October  last,  a copy  of 
which  was  supplied  to  the  Local  Government  Board  at  their  request. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  well  house  receiving  the  water 
from  the  Flass  Spring,  one  of  the  small  sources  of  supply  to  the  town, 
was  cleaned  out  and  its  inside  walls  were  rendered  with  cement.  The 
roof  and  outside  walls  were  repaired  and  pointed,  the  house  being 
thoroughly  secured  from  pollution  by  surface  drainage. 

Another  improvement  carried  out  was  the  extension  of  the  high- 
level  system  of  supply  to  the  centre  of  the  town  and  to  the  Langroyd 
district,  where  there  has  been  long-standing  complaints  of  an  insuffici- 
ency of  pressure. 

The  average  yield  from  the  Springs  during  the  year  was  253,591 
gallons,  and  the  additional  quantity  required  from  the  Laneshaw 
Reservoir  was  324,81  3 gallons,  making  a total  of  578,404  gallons  per 
diem. 
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The  rainfall  at  Laneshaw  Reservoir  for  the  last  eight  years  was  as
